E have receiv’d Advice that the 24th 
of laft Month, a Detachment led by 
M. Chomontowski Marfhal of the 
confederate Polifh Army, atriving 
near Czeftochova, fel] upon a Part 
bf Swedes that had been fent from Pilca to raife 
Contributions. The Swedes finding themfelves infe- 
rior to the Poles, feign’d to be willing to yield them- 
{elves Prifoners ; upon which the Poles advancing 
xo take them, they gave them a Volley of {mall 
Shot and made off to a Village, in which they de- 
fended themfelves very bravely feveral Hours, but 
were at length overpower'd; “ 7 of them made 
fhife to make their Efcape, but the Poles put all the 
seft thar fell into their Hands, (being 66) to the 


Sword. After this Action the Poles went into the 
Palatinat of Sendomir, where they had a Brufh with © 


the Troops of the Staroft Spisky, and thence have 
continued their March towatds Zamofc, to join the 
Coffacks. The Swedes thai are here keep themfelves 
upon their Guard, and continue to intrench them- 
felves. 
Amfterdam, November 27. 

* The following particular Account of the moft re- 
* markable Action that has lately happen’d in Poland, 
“was tran{mitted on the Part of the Swedes from 
* their Camp in the Neighbourhood of Warfaw. 

“A Relation of the Attack of the Bridge of Warfaw 

~ by a Detachment of Lithuanians, Saxons, and 

Mufcovites, the 23d of October. 

“ That Detachment, which as Prifoners and De- 
* ferters: report confifted of above s0co Men, ad- 
* vane’'d the 21ft of Odtober from Nur on the Bug 
‘to.within 3 Leagues of Praag; the following 
‘ Night they came to Praag, took poft there, and 
* immediately detach’d feveral Hundred Mufcovite 
‘ Dragoons to attack the Bridge on the Right, while 
* the Saxons attack’d it on the Left, and the Lithua- 
‘nians in Front. There was appointed for the 
' Guard of the ey an Enfign with 40 Men and 
* 2 Subalterns ; the Corps de Garde was at the hi- 
* ther End of the Bridge, and the Bridge being 600 
* Paces long the Enfign had pofted 1 Subalcern and 
 r4°Men at a Barrier in the middle of it, and an- 
* other Guard ava 2d Barrier neaser to Praag. The 
© End of the Bridge was not cover’d by any Work. 


-€JTn the Houfes neareft to it were pofted 14@ Men 


‘ of King Staniflans’s Guards, with the Colours of 
* the Regiment and 4 {mall Pieces..of Cannon, com- 
ntanded by Lieutenant Colonel Lilliegry. 
“At Day-break, the Enemy began their Atrack ; 
‘ King Staniflaus’s Guards defended themfelves well 
‘ for an Hour ; but feveral of them being kill’d the 
* reft were overpower'd and taken, with the Lieu- 
‘tenant Colonel, the Colours, and the 4 Cannon, 
‘ which the Enemy afterwards made ufe of to bat- 
‘ter the Bridge. Upon the Noife of the Action, 
there were fent from. our Camp a with 
‘410 Men of the Regiment of Upland, 2 other 
‘ Captains with 100 Men of the Regiment of Dale- 


‘ catlia, and a Subaltern with 10 Men thar & d

‘ as a Guard at the Door of the Treaiurer Sapicha, 
to fupport the Guard of the Bridge. ln the mean

ted by Colonel Dabldorf and Major Wras 
fended themfelves fo well, that 
not poflefs themfelves of the of che Bridge ; 
* yet having confiderable Advantages, namely, the 
in Number cf Men, the 
‘ of the Bank of the River, Pallifadoes, and 
Houfes that cover'd them, and out of which 
: they fir'd on the Swedes thai {tood quite expus'd 
(on the Bridge, they kili'd or dilabled moit of them ; 
; Colonel Dahidorf and Major Wrangel were both 
; dangeroufly wounded in the Hea‘, the Enfign and 
. the 2 Subalterns that commanded the faid Guard 
were likewife difabled by their Wowfnds ; So char 
; the Enemy got upon the Bridge, began to break 
‘ it, and had actually cut the Cables of 7 of the An- 
: chors that held it, when Captain Bure coming up 
: with his 100 Men charg’d them on the Bridge ; 
‘ but he was dangeroufly wounded as was alfo his 
" Licutenant, and loft feveral of his Men: Upon 
: this the Captains Anrep and Sevalin with the 100 
; Dalecarlians were ordet’d not to ftop on the 
; Bridge, but to adyance forward as far as the 
; could. That Order was fo well executed, that 
; the Enemy were not only driven off the Bridge, 
_ but likewife out of the Streets beyond it,and oblig’d 
_ ta take Shelter in the -Houfes. Captain Anrep 
himfelf iri the Street before the Bridge, and 
* kept that Poft with extraordinary Bravery ; He 
“ was fhot in the Thigh, bur that did noc hinder him 
* from continuing the Fight, till a 2d Shoc laid him 
* dead. Captain Sevalin and an Enfign were like- 
wife killd; and 2 Lieutenants, 1 Hnfign, and 5 
* Subalterns were dangeroufly wounded. 60 Soldi- 
* ers were alfo kill’d or difabled. The reft of thofe 
* 200 Men gave Time, by the vigorous Refiftance 
* they made, to Lieutenant Collonel Sicgeroth to 
‘come up with the Regiment of Dalecarlia, which 
* clear'd the Houfes and the Town of the Enemy, 
* cutting down al! ‘thar durft make Refiftance, and 
‘ drove the reft into the open Field, where the main 
“ Body of their Detachment ftood drawn up in 2 
‘ Lines. The Swedifh Regimen: drew up likewife 
* into 2 Battallions, the firft of which was headed 
«by the Lieurenant Collonel, che other by Ma- 
* jor Griesbach. Things ftanding thus, Licure- 
* nant General Horn arriv’d with 200 Horfe, pofted 
them between the 2 Battalliogs, and immediacely 
* gave Order for advancing. Whereupon the Ene 
‘ my made fome Mocions, as if they were drawing 
‘ up in Batrallia : Bur Lieutenant General Horn be- 
ing reinforc’d. bythe Regiment of Foot of Upland, 
* and by Lieutenant General Nieroth ‘with 3 Regi- 
* ments of Horfe,: they retir’d by 2 Ways. Major 
‘ Piper was feot after them with 300 Horfe, and 
* Lieutenant General Horn with feveral other Vo- 
“© Juntiers, went with him: The Enemy were over- 
* taken in a Morafs, where a good Number of them 
-£ were kil'd and fome taken Prifoners. The De- 
tachment being come back, the Generals return’d 
‘ with the Troops to the Camp, leaving 100 Men to 
* guard the Bridge. The number of Swedes kill’d 
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Wounded -in this Action was as follows : Of the 
¢ Regiment of Upland, the Collonel, the Major, 1 
¢ Captain, and 1 Lieutenant wounded ; and 30 Sol- 
* diers kiil’d or wounded : Of the Regiment of Da- 
lecarlia, 2 Captains and 4 Subalterhs, kill’d ; 9 Su- 


balcerns-wounded, 70 Soldiers kill’d or wounded.” 


¢ The Enemy’s Lofs isnot known: Many of their 
‘ kiil’d and of their wounded were found in the 
“ Houles of Praag, but they were only fuch as they 
* had not Time to carry off with them. 

* © When one confiders the Difficulty of paffing over 
* 4 narrow Bridge, batter’d and flank’d with a con- 
* tinual Fite, one cannot but greatly admire the Cou- 
‘ rage of thofe who perform’d it. The Affair was 
‘of Confequence ; forthe Enemy's Defign was to 
‘ break the Bridge, and thereby render themfelves 
‘ Mafters of the Country on the other fide of the
